CROKER AND ORBY 
WIN EPSOM DERBY 


Irish-American Horse, Owned 
by Tammany’s Ex-Boss, Rid- 
den by American Jockey, 
Captures Great Race. 


Politician Gets Sweet Revenge on 
Aristocratic British Jockey 
‘Club, Which Barred Him 
from Newmarket. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. ] 

LONDON, June 5.—America and Tammany 
hall triumphed over England today. An 
American owned horse, bred in Ireland out 
of an American dam, ridden by an American 
jockey, sired by a horse carrying the highest 
strain of English and American racing 
blood, won the Derby, the greatest turf event 
of the world, béating eight of the highest bred 
3 year olds in England. 

There was no joy at Epsom—except for 


chieftain, whose colt, Orby, captured the | 
Derby, and the throngs of Americans who 
backed his colt. 

Tonight the Irish an@ American flags fly 
over Glencairn—and Ireland and America are 
rejoicing over the discomfiture of the British, 

Ireland and America backed Orby heavily, 
and the Irish admirers of Croker won enough 
to become landlords. 


Croker Party Wins Huge Sum. 

Croker receives $32,500 from the purse, 
and, although he denies he wagered on the 
race, it is known that his party won hundreds 
of thousands, getting ¥1 to 1. 

The British people receive the victory of 
Croker coldly, an@ to add’to the slighte placed 
upon the former Tammany boss by the 
Jockey club and others, he was not invited 
to the king’s Derby day dinner tonight. 

It has been the custom for scores of years 
for the king to have the winning owner as his 
guest after the Derby, but Crokef was not 
asked. Plainly the English consider Croker 
| am undesirable turfman and took the occa- 
sion to show their opinion of him. 

Richard Croker is the happiest man in 
England tonight. Not only did he win the 
Derby, but by so doing he evened up scores 
with the English Jockey club. When these 
autocrate of the English turf barred Croker 
from the privileges of Newmarket those In- 
timate with the characteristics of the former 
Tammany chieftain were certain he would 
not take the snub lying down. With @ 
patience developed in his long political career 
and with the taciturnity typical of the man, 
Croker quietly waited an opportune moment 
for his revenge. It came today. By sending 
Orby first: under the wire at Epsom he 
showed the Jockey club that though it might 
debar him from training at Newmarket it 
could not prevent him from capturing the 
blue ribbon of the English turf. Revenge is 
sweet to Croker tonight. and it ie doubtful 
if a king's ransom would delight him nearas 
much as the victory of today. 


“Happiest Day of My Life.” 

After the race Cruxer was like a boy. His 
usual impassiveness, undemonstrativeness, 
and taciturnity disappeared, giving place to 
enthusiasm that he took no pains to conceal. 
It was the proudest, happiest day of his life. 
He both said and showed it, and his first act 
after the winning number went up and he 
escaped the plaudits of his companions in 
box 17 was to rush to a telegraph office and 
send a telegram to his Irish home saying: 
“ Orby wins. Hoist the Irish flag over Glen- 
cairn immediately.” 

Immediately it was realized that Orby had 
gained the coveted victory the party in 
Croker’s box raised a hearty American 
cheer, which was taken up by the throng. 
His friends showered Croker with pats on 
the back and handshakes. His face was 
wreathed with smiles. He doffed his hat to 
the congratulations, and rushed off to send 
his telegram and make his way to the pad- 
dock, where, according to the time honored 
custom, Orby, with Reiff on his back, was 
led in front of the king. 

Croker said: ‘‘I indeed am proud and de- 
lighted to win and to know that every one 
of my friends in Ireland and America share 
my joy. This is the first time a horse bred 
in Ireland ever won the Derby. Irish horses 
have won before, but they trained at New- 
market. 
den by an American jockey, bred and trained 
in Ireland, you can see that it is a genuine 
Irish American victory. 


Great Day for Ireland. 


“My! but there will be jubilation In Ire- 
land tonight. The mountains will blaze with 
bonfires in celebration of thisevent. Every 
Irishman, from the poorest to the richest, 
based his hopes on Orby. Every one who 
could raise even a sixpence or a shilling bet 
onhim. He justified these expectations. 

‘ Reiff told me he thought he rode a poor 
race, and that with a little more judgment 
he could have won by six or seven lengths 
easily. Orby is a grand horse, and so gentle 
that in Ireland the children ride him, but in 
a race he seems to have an instinct that 
he must beat other horses, and thus far 
he has not failed. For a moment in the 
stretch my heart sank a little when Orby, in 
passing my box, stumbled slightly, but a 
touch of the whip and he was in his stride 
again, and rushed to victory. After the 
race Orby did not seem to be affected in the 
slightest by the effort. . He seemingly was 
almost as fresh ag before he started. 


Revenge Sweet to Croker. 

“You don't mind, then, that the disad- 
vantages of not training at Newmarket are 
so great?’ was asked, 

Croker’s smile lost some of its sweetness 
and became grimmer. He answered: “ Lord 
Rothschild asked me where I trained Orby. 
I told him I had a bit of a garden at Glen- 
cairn, in which I used to exercise him. Evi- 
dently, heath like that at Newarmket is not 
necessary to train Derby winners. A little 
bit of a garden anewered in this case ad- 
mirably. 

“Don’t forget to tell my friends in Amer- 
ica that the Irish flag is flying over Glencairn 
tonight. I have only two flags that are flown 
there. One is the stars and stripes of my own 
country and the other is Ireland’s, whose 
affairs and interests are dear to me. 

“ Orby ig entered for the Royal Hunt cup 
at Ascot thigymonth, as well as for the St. 
Leger, but I have not had time to decide 
whether he is to run or not. I think, how- 
ever, that he will.”

“Nobody Wants Me” Plaint of 
House in North State. 


ONLY HOPE IS TO FADE AWAY 


Owner Says ‘‘Move’’; City Says ‘‘No’’; 
Citizens Are Bored. 


A house has “ camped out” In North State 
street. Since Saturday it has occupied the 
siiewalk in front of the lot at the corner. of 
Schiller street, its front door projecting out 
into the roadway and its kitchen stoop lin- 
gering om the border of the lot, which it has 
just left. 

The most distressing part of the eituation, 
for the house, is that, legally, it can do noth- 
ing but sink into the ground, and that is 
physically impracticable. The city authori- 
ties have told the moving contractor that the 
house cannot be taken farther into the street, 
the owner of the lot says that it mustn't be 
put back where it was, and the State street 
residents intimate, more or less delicately, 
that this business of having a house in the 
street has gone far enough. It may be a 
case for the city hall ‘‘ compensation com- 
mittee” to deal with. To make the thing 
more embarrassing, the Misses Carey, who 
live in the house, continue to sweep, cook, 
and do the dishes with as little concern as 
though the danger of anautomobile’s coming 
in at the front door had never occurred to 
them, 

Seek to Save Old Home. 


Two years ago the house, a two story 
frame structure, which meant offense to no 
one, occupied the land at the southeast cor- 
ner of State and Schiller streets. James B. 
Waller, who owned the land, decided to 
bulld an apartment house there and directed 
that the house be torn down. The Careys, 
horrified at the idea of losing their old home. 
managed to purchase the structure for $50. 

Then the house was moved across the 
street, to the northeast corner. This land 
belongs to R. D. Kirby, a Philadelphian. 
Last fall it occurred to Mr. Kirby to inspect 
lie property. 

* H’m,”’ he said, grimly, when he reached 
the corner. ‘ Where’d that house come 
from?” 

The Careys told him that his Chicago agent 
had given them permission to place the house 
on his land. Mr. Kirby said politely that 
the house must get off. Then he went back 
to Philadelphia, 

This spring Mr. Kirby made another visit 
to Chicago and found the house still on the 
lot. This time he went before Judge Good- 
now in the Municipal coart and obtained an 
order that the house be moved. The Careys 
went before Judge Windes and asked for 
an injunction. This was dented and a mov- 
ing contractor was called in. 


Permit to Move Revoked. 


Mr. Waller, having a kindly feeling for 
the old house that refused to be annihilated, 
had said that it could be placed on a lot 
owned by him on Scott street, and the house 
started again on its wanderings. All went 
wel] until the curb was reached, and then a 
policeman came along with word that the 
Scott street property owners had objected to 
having a frame house on their block, within 
the “ fire limits,” and that the moving per- 
mit had been revoked. 

Now Mr. Kirby has two detectives on the 
corner to see that the house is not put back. 
He intimates that he may even push off the 
corner which still remains on his land. The 
policeman on the beat has been instructed to 
see that the house doesn’t move forward.

Gust Blows Gocart with Tiny Oc- 
cupant Under Wagon Wheels. 


FRANTIC MOTHER LOOKS ON. 


Mrs. Minnie Johnson Too Late to Save 
Child from Fatal Whirl to Street. 


Carried by a gust of wind that whirled 
her gocart to the curbing at Wentworth av- 
enue and Tiwenty-minth etreet, last evening, 
Madeline E. Johnson, 14 months old, was 
struck by a passing sprinkling wagon and al- 
most instantly killed. The child wasthrown 
from its place in the tiny cart and dragged 
along the pavement for some distance, 

Mrs. Minnie Johnson, 2830 Princeton ave- 
nue, the mother, was making a purchase In 
the bakery of A. Allina, 2927 Wentworth 
avenue, at the time, and was just leaving the 
place when the little cart was moved from 
ite position and swiftly carried to the street. 

With a scream Mrs. Johnson ran after the 
moving vehicle, but she Was too late, and an 
instant later the conveyance was toppled 
over by the sprinkling wagon. 


Driver Fails to See Cart. 

Charles Strubin,“the driver of the wagon, 
failed to see the rapid approach of the un- 
attended gocart and learned of the acct- 
dent only when he heard Mrs. Johnson call 
to him to stop. 

** You've killed my baby,” she screamed, as 
she sprang out into the roadway and seized 
the little body that was being dragged along 
behind. “ Stop, and help me get a doctor.” 

Before Strubin could reach her she had 
started off on a run to a drug store a short 
distance away, carrying the dead infant 
in her arms. A physician was called, but he 
was unable to do anything. Mrs. John- 
son, when she learned that her child was 
dead, became hysterical, and last night two 
physicians were attending her. 

The accident was seen by several pedes- 
trians, but it was said Strubin was not to 
blame 


Mother Tells of Tragedy. 

“T had been in the store only a few min- 
utes,”” said Mrs. Johnson, “and was just 
leaving the place when I gaw the carriage 
blown by the wind whirling past me. Al- 
though I tried to reach it in time I was too 
late, and an instant later it was in the road- 
way, almost directly in the path of the 
sprinkling wagon. 

“The gocart was overturned and my baby 
dragged along the ground. I think Made- 
line was struck on the head by the wagon, 
but I really did not ses just huw the thing 
occurred. She was just a little more than a 
year old and was learning to walk.”

** Haywood told me the blowing up of the 
mine was a fine piece of work and they were 
much pleased with it. I talked to Haywood, 
Moyer, and Easterly about the matter. They 
said there would be nothing further for me 
but night work for awhile. Haywood said 
he would have te clean those fellows up at 
Cripple Creek. 

“ Moyer gave me $200 and Haywood later, 
in Moyer’s office, paid me $800 for blowing up 
the mine. 

“I returned to Cripple Creek in Decem- 

ber, 1908, and since then I have not doneany 
labor. Haywood and Moyer both told me 
I could not go too flerce to suit them—to go 
ahead and blow up anything I could think of— 
to get some of the soldiers, if possible. 
“I went to work and made a couple of 
bombs with giant powder and dynamite. I 
was helped by Owney Barnes. I turned one 
of the bombs over to a man at a saloon, who 
said he was going to throw it. I don’t know 
what became of it.” . 


Proves: Traitor When Not Paid. 


Some time in January or February, 1904, 
Orchard sai@ he went back to Denver as a 
delegate at a labor convention. Parker 
and Davis were still under arrest at this time, 
charged with the blowing up of the Vindi- 
cator mine and attempt at train wrecking. 
Parker and Davis, Orchard said, told him 
they were going to wreck a Florence and 
Cripple, Creek train near a curve im the moun- 
tain where the train would plunge into a 
gulch several feet below. Parker said some- 
thing must be done “ to scare and kill off the 
scabe’”’ who were being taken to the mines 
and home again over this road Orchard 
said Davis told him that if the train was 
wrecked he thought some money would be 
forthcoming from Denver. 

“I wanted money for what I[ had already 
done,”” continued Orehard. “ Parker told me 
that several of the boys had been doing little 
things and they all wanted money, but it was 
hard to get because nothing big had been 
pulled off. I decided to tell the railroad 
people, because I wanted my money. The 
next day I told D. C. Scott of the railroad 
company. I told him all I knew about the 
matter. Scott wanted me to come back egain 
and I did not see bim again. 


Always at Moyer’s Disposal. 

“I met Moyer several times during the 
triais which followed the Vindicator ex- 
plosion. Moyer was attending the trials, 
and said he thought we ought not to do 
anything while the trials werein progress.’’ 

Orchard said he afterward went with Moyer 
to the Telluride country in connection with 
injunction proceedings which the union took 
against the citizens to prevent their molest- 
ing miners who returned after deportation. 
Notwithstanding the injunction, Orchard 
said, some of the miners returning to Teliuv- 
ride were arrested. Orchard then returned 
to Denver, where he met Haywood and Petti- 
bone at federation headquarters. 


Hired to Murder Gov. Peabody. 


“They wanted to know if I could not work 
up some scheme to assassinate Gov. Pea- 
body of Colorado,” Orchard continued. 
“They said they could not get justice in the 
courts and the only way to get our rights 
was to take the law into our own hands. 
They wanted me first to see if I could not 
get acquainted with Gov. Peabody, his ways, 
etc., and see what chance there was to assas- 
sinate him. I proceeded to watch him for 
some time—at the capitol and at his home on 
Grant avenue, three blocks away from the 
capitol. 

“I reported to Haywood and Pettibone 
that there was a stone wall near Peabody’s 
house, from behind which he could be shot 
easily. Haywood said he thought Steve 
Adams was the best man he knew of for the 
work. I went to Cripple Creek and saw 
Adams about it. He said he was ready for 
it—was ready for any old thing. 

“T° gave Adams some money and came 
away. He said he would come to Denver 
and telephone me in a few daya Adams fol- 
I saw 
Adams in the room over Pettibone’s store 
and at headquarters. Pettibone sold house 
specialties. I told Haywood and Pettibone 
that Steve was.coming and they said all | 
right. : 

Trail Quarry for a Week. 

“When Steve came they gave him some 
money, and Pettibone bought Adams a new 
suit of clothes and fixed him up. They also 
gave Adams and me two sawed off shotguns 
and shells loaded with buckshot. The guns 
were sawed off so we could carry them under 
our coats, Pettibone gave us the guns. He 
got them from federation headquarters. 

“We watched for Peabody every night for 
a week but did not see him. We kept after 
him for three weeks. One night we saw a 
hack come along and turn into his residence. 
We stole up behind it with our guns, expect- 
ing to see the governor get ont. Only two 
women alighted, however. After this we 
were afraid to go around there, for the 
women had watched us closely that night. 
We decided then we would try to use a bomb 
—digging a hole in the sidewalk and bury- 


ing it.

Pettibone, Adams, and my- 
self went downtown to a saloon where we 
found Gregory in a rear room, drunk. Mel-

“We watched them and followed them 
across the street. Pettibone then made some 
excuse and left us. Gregory left the place 
about midnight. He saw us, I think, and 
made a reach, as I thought, for a gun.

He 
said he would send me the money through 
Pettibone. The next day Pettibone gave me 
the $3800. Adams told me he had got $200. 

“After buying a few things I left for Chey- 
enne, Charlie Neville going with me. I saw 
in the papers there that we were suspected 
of blowing up the Independence depot, so I 
thought we had better get along. I asked 
Pat Moran in Cheyenne to take a letter to 
Pettibone asking him for $500 more. Moran 
took the letter to Pettibone and‘*brought back 
the money. Denver is only 100 miles from 
Cheyenne, and Neville and I went straight 
back to Denver and saw Pettibone and Hay- 
wood, They told me at first I'd better get 
out of the country. They also told me they 
had another man working on the Peabody 
affair. 


Sent Out to Frisco to Stay. 


‘“‘Im the latter part of July, 1904, Pettibone 
got me a railroad ticket and gave me $150 
more, and I went to San Francisco where I 
used the name of Hogan or Demossy, I've 
forgotten which. Pettibone had told me to 
send for any money needed.”’ 

Orchard said he had been told to look up 
Fred Bradley in San Francisco, but he could 
not find him Bradley had been in the Cceur 
d’Alénes. 

*“T finally located Bradley in San Fran- 
cisco,’’ said Orchard. ‘‘ He had been man- 
ager of the Sullivan and Bunker Hill mine in 
Idaho, and we were after him. I went to his 
house one morning, and just after the milk 
was delivered I opened one of the jars and 
put a lot of strychnine intoit. Nothing came 
of the poison as far as I could learn, so [ 
bought ten pounds of powder—gelatin paw- 
der it was. When purchasing the explosive 
I had to give a name. I have forgotten what 
the name was. I said I lived outside the 
city and wanted to blow up some stumps. 

“TI put the powder into a lead pipe. This 
I put up in my grip with some giant caps, a 
sawed off shotgun, and some other little 
things. I put the bomb at Bradley’s door 
some time in November, 1904. The bomb 
was arranged with giant caps, chloride of 
potassium and sugar being spread over them. 
It was so arranged that when Bradley opened 
the door a string attached to it would upset 
a bottle of sulphuric acid. 


Got $450 from Pettibone for Attempt. 

“When Mr. Bradley opened the door the 
next morning the explosion blew out the 
whole front of the house and blew him into 
the street.” 

Orchard said he remained in San Francisco 
two or three weeks after this occurrence. 
He said he sent to Pettibone for money and 
received altogether about $450 by Postal 
Telegraph. Orchard said he left San Fran- 
cisco because he had nothing further to do 
there. He made no further attempt on Brad- 
ley’s life. The ma@ had been badly injured 
by the explosion. 

At this point an early adjournment was 
taken because of the indisposition of Mr. 
Hawley, who had been conducting Orchard’, 
examination. 


MOYER-HAYWOOD MEETING HOT. 


Supporters of Men on Trial at Boise 
Threaten “Uprising’’ if Death 
Penalty Is Verdict. 


The Haywood trial at Boise, Idaho, found a 
turgid echo last night in Chicago at the 
meeting of the local Moyer-Haywood con- 
ference, where veiled threats were made by 
speakers that the conviction of the prisoner 
will be followed by an “ uprising "” of work- 
ingmen in this city. * 

Mrs. Lucy Parsons, widow of one of the 
anarchists hanged in connection with the 
Haymarket riot, started the speechmaking, 
which became so radical that Chairman 
Barney Berlyn was compelled to interfere. 
Berlyn advocated ‘‘ moderation and educa- 
tion,’’ although he asserted his belief that 
“the cards are stacked against Haywood in 
Boise.” 

C. A. Franckel, socialist agitator, com- 
pared the affair in Idaho to the crucifixion of 
Christ. 

While the socialists were talking in this 
vein ‘“‘ group No. 9°’ of the local anarchist 
organization met at Blue Island avenue and 
Twelfth street, and decided to recommend 
the addition of a white star to the red flag 
of anarchy. It was suggested that the star 
might represent the star of Bethlehem.

TALES TOO MUCH. 


According to Methodist Church Offi- 
cial, Nation’s Chief Executive Is 
Not Alone in the Habit of Loquac- 
ity—In Five Terse Sentences He 
Attacks Characteristics of Four 
College Presidents and the Mana in 
the White House. 


Boston, Mass., June 5.—[Special.]—Dr. 
David A. Goodsell, bishop of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, thinks President Roose- 
velt and a certain four college presidents 
talk too much.

MISS HALEY LAID 


ON PENSION SHELF 


Business Agent of Teachers’ 
Union Elected “Down and 
Outer” by School Board. | 


QUESTION ON HER PAY. 


Busse Trustees Say Old Law Will 
Apply, Thus Giving Her but 
$185 Annually. 


Margaret Haley wae elected a member of 
the down and out club by the board of educa- 
tion last night. The election consisted in her 
being placed on the pension roll. 

There ig a dispute, however, ae to the com- 
pensation she will receitve now that she has 
been shelved. Under the new pension law 
recently signed by Gov. Deneen, she would 
receive $400 a year, but the Busse members 
of the board are inclined to think that she 
will get but $185, which she would be entitled 
to under the old pension law. 

In her report'to the board Miss Haley shows 
that by her service in the echools she is en- 
titled to the §400 under the new law. But the 
new school board differs wtih her in this. 

The fact that Miss Haley is now on the 
pension list, however, ie said by board mem- 
bers to indicate her retirement because they 
intend lees intrusive activity from the teach- 
ers’ federation hereafter. 


Miss Haley Shows Service. 

Miss Haley reported to the school board 
that she had been in the service since she 
taught in the Hendricks school tem years ago. 
After that, according to her report, she 
taught in the Lewis school at $900 a year. 
Because of this latest record she asked the 
pension of $400 a year. She has not been en- 
gaged in teaching since 1900. 

As business agent for the teachers’ union 
Miss Haley has been drawing a salary of 
$1,200 a year, but it is supposed to be the in- 
tention of the board to eliminate the teach- 
ers’ federation. 

It is also pointed out that though Miss 
Haley has not been a teacher in the public 
schools since 1900, she has regularly been 
drawing a salary from the teaching force. 


Mrs. Fursman Put on List. 


In addition to electing Miss Haley to the 
pension roll, the board put Mrs. Ida L. M. 
Fursman, a former president of the teachers’ 
union, on the unassigned list of teachers. 

The board also put an end to the De Bey 
“ democratization " scheme by recommitting 
to the school management committee the 
De Bey report providing for the reorganiza- 
tion of the teaching force. The board also 
sent to the school management committee 
the report extending the Post promotional 
acheme to school principals. 

The board also found that the charges 
against members of the teachers’ federa- 
tion accusing them of political activity dur- 
ing the recent mayoralty campaign were 
unsustained by the evidence presented. The 
report was signed by Supt. E. G. Cooley. 


LOAFING ON BEATS TO STOP, 
CHIEF SHIPPY’S ULTIMATUM. 


Police Head Also Makes It Plain Patrol- 
men Must Keep Out of Saloons—Sev- 
enteen Fines Imposed. 


Chief Shippy, at a session of the trial board 
yesterday, made it plain that in the future 
policemen must keep out of saloons and that 
patrolmen must cover their beats and not 
atop at convenient loafing places. 

“It ts the duty of Meutenants and patrol 
sergeants to report cases of loafing and 
lounging by patrolmen,”’ he told the civil 
service commission, “but I have not re- 
célved a single complaint from this officiaf 
source. When I sent out special men to in- 
vestigate and report, they had no trouble 
in finding plenty of cases.”’ 

As a result of this private investigation by 
the chief, nine patrolmen were fined for 
lounging. The investigation of charges of 
entering saloons resulted in eight fines and 
the suspension, pending charges, of Lieut. 
Coughlin, who tried to excuse two de- 
fendants. 

Detectives Patrick J. McNulty and James 
McGrath of the South Chicago station,. in- 
dicted by the grand jury for grafting from 
saloonkeepers and disorderly places in an 
effort to secure funds for the Dunne cam- 
paign, were reinstated by Chief Shippy. 

“TI believe they have been severely pun- 
ished,”’ said the chief. “Evidently they 
were acting on orders from men higher up.”’

FIGHT TAKEN INTO COURT 


Faction Ousted by ‘‘Regulars’’ 
Asks for Mandamus; Defect 
Wins Delay for a Day...

Logansport, Ind., June 5.—({Special.}—The 
disappearance of President Annie Fitzgerald 
and Mrs. Anne B. Field, one of the contend- 
ing sécretaries of the Woman's Union Label 
league, and the court proceedings which 
temporarily have held up the sessions of 
the convention, are some of the exciting 
events of a day with the union label adv 
cates. ‘ 

The institution of mandamus proceedings 
to compel the seating of the ousted dele- 
gates was an unexpected coup on the part 
of Mrs. Mayme Bretel, the other claimant 
to the office of secretary-treasurer. But the 
defendants came back with a reply in court 
and later by the evasion of the writ server 
apparently evened up the score. 


Summons Disrupts Meeting. 

President Fitzgerald's faction met at Stett- 
ner’s hall in the morning and congratulated 
itself upon the fact that the.ousted seven 
had not shown up to renew the fight. Later 
reports that Mrs. Bretel and her followers 
had been seen walking toward the depot with 
their baggage added to the feeling of elation 
at the easy victory. 

Delegates leisurely got down to the neg- 
lected subject of union labels when sud- 
denly the first awakening came. Deputy 
Sheriff Barnett walked into the hall, and 
while the surprised delegates stood about 
him read a paper commanding Mrs. Fitz- 
gerald and her followers to appear before 
Judge Lacey in the Circuit court to show 
cause why the ousted delegates should not 
be seated, and why Mrs. Bretel should not 
be seated as secretary-treasurer. 

Defect Wins Delay. 

When the judge called the case tn the 
afternoon none of the defendants appeared. 
Attorney Michael Mahoney appeared for 
them, however, and declared that the writ 
should be set aside as void on technical 
grounds. A copy of the writ instead of the 
original had been served, he declared. It 
was true, and Mrs. Bretel’s attorney ad- 
mitted it. 

To rectify the error he at once made out 
new papers and the court set the hearing 
for 9 o’clock tomorrow morning, while the 
deputy sheriff set out in quest of the officers 
named. 

‘Here a new obstacle was met. The wom- 
en could not be found. 

“If they keep out of my way until after 
9 o'clock In the morning this writ also is 
void,”’ watled the officer. 

At 10:30 tonight President Fitzgerald was 
found at the hotel and served with the writ. 


DOLLAR WHEAT FOR FARMERS 
AIM OF SOCIETY OF EQUITY. 
Large Number of Agents Will Be Putin 


Field to Stop Sale of Grain and There- 
by Advance Price. 


Omaha, Neb., June 5.—[Special.]—One dol- 
lar shall be the minimum price for a bushel 
of wheat, with other grains in proportion, 
was the statement of President J. A. Everett 
of Indianapolis, head of the American Soci- 
ety of Equity, when he called to order today 
nearly 400 delegates for the purpose of na- 
tionalizirig the grain growers’ organization. 
“There is no politics in this gathering,” 
said Mr. Everett, “‘but when it adjourns 
action will have’ been taken that will insure 
to the grain raisers of this country a voice 
in making the price they shall receive for 
their products.” 
One of the important objects of the meet- 
ing is to secure control of the 1907 wheat 
crop. The association will make a substan- 
tial appropriation to place a large number 
of agents in the field to stop the sale of wheat 
by farmers to an extent that will reduce the 
visible supply to a point low enough to keep 
the price at or above the dollar mark.

Inside the Kadelbach home were signs of a 
struggle. One of the bedrooms had biood 
stains on the floor. It is the opinion of the 
detectives that the woman was beaten to 
death with a club as she slept. Mrs. Kadei- 
bach, with her children, fs visiting in Fuller- 
tom, Cal., and, as it is now reported, it was on 
her departure for the west that Mrs. McCart, 
her sister, went to the Kadelbach home to 
keep house for her brother-in-law. 
Neighbors told the detectives that Kadel- 
bach wemt away several days ago, saying he 
feared Mra.

Tells of Killing Woman. 
By mail today Henry Clasen, a brother-in- 
law of Kadelbach, received the written con- 
feasion of the murderer.

INDICTED OIL MAN IS SENT 
TO PRISON FOR CONTEMPT. 


H. H. Tucker Jr. Given Three Months 
for Filing Sensational Affidavit Ac- 
cusing Judges of Conspiracy. 


Leavenworth, Kas., June 5.—Judge McPher- 
son of the United States Circuit court today 
sentenced H. H: Tucker Jr., the indicted sec- 
retary of the Uncle Sam Of] company, to 
three months in the Leavenworth county jail 
for contempt of court, the contempt being 
a sensational affidavit filed by Tucker alleg- 
ing @ conspiracy between Federal Judges 
Pollock, McPherson, and Philips and the 
Standard Oil company to drive the Uncle Sam 
company out of business. 

Judge McPherson delivered a terrific ar- 
raignment of Attorney A. L. Wilson of Kanses 
City, who prepared the affidavit. He said 
the only purpose of filing the affidavit was to 
create a sensation in the papers and influ- 
ence public sentiment. He declared there 
was no precedent for such an affidavit, and 
the clerk of the court was criticised for 
placing it on file. 

The affidavit alleged that Judges Pollock, 
Philips, and McPherson went on a fishing 
trip to Tampico, Mex., on Jan. 26, 1906, in the 
private car of Gardiner Lathrop, head of the 
legal department of the Santa Fé, and strong- 
ly intimated that during the trip a conspiracy 
was entered into between the judges and the 
Standard Oj] company, the claim being made 
that the Standard and the Santa Fé road 
were controlled by the same persons. The 
affidavit further alleged that Pollock made a

DENEEN VETOES SEAT BILL 


SAYS MEASURE WOULD NOT 
STAND TEST IN COURTS. 


Thinks Legislation Is Needed by 
Which Employers Will Be Re- 
quired to Furnish Seats to Women 
Werkers, but te Be Constitutional 
It Must Be Sweeping in Terms— 
State Will Not Undertake Repairs 
on Bridges Over Old Canal. 


Springfield, Til... June 5.—fSpecial. ]—Gov. 
Deneen tonight vetoed the bill requiring the 
proprietors of hotels, restaurants, dry goods 
stores, and dealers in notions or millinery or 
otherwise employing female clerks to provide 
a seat for each female employé. To be 
valid, the governor points out, the act 
should be of general application. The fact 
that it does not apply to female labor em- 
ployed in offices, factories, and ether estab- 
lishmente of a similar character, is considered 
sufficient to make it unconstitutional. Gov. 
Deneém admits the necessity of legislation 
of relief as contemplated by thie act, but 
eays it would be useless to approve an act 
which would undoubtedly be held invalid by 
the courts. 

Counties Must Repair Bridges. 

The bill appropriating $10,000. to repair 
bridges over the Lilinoig and Michigan canal 
was vefoed on the ground that sound public 


“policy forbids that the state should assume 


sucha burden. The governor's veto message 
calls attention to the fact that these bridges 
are part of the highways of the respective 
counties in which they are located, and that 
their maintenance devolves upon the high- 
way commissioners. 

The bill appropriating $531,900 for expenses 
and repairs and improvements of the reform- 
atory at Pontiac was approved with the ex- 
ception of $40,000 for the purchase of addi- 
tionad farm lands, etc. based on the neces- 
sity for economy. 

New Charter Bill Signed. 

Chicago's new charter bill was also ap- 
proved. 


The Supreme court today denied a petition 
for a rehearing on the Mueller bill.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 5.—The fourth 
squadron of the husesars of the guard, sta- 
tioned at Tsarskoe-Selo, to which place the 
imperial family had just removed, revolted 
today against the strict. discipline. which 
recently had been instituted by a new com- 
mander.

‘GOV. GUILD FEARS 


BIG RAIL MERGER 


Warns Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture Against Mellen’s Plan 
for Joining Roads. 


WANTS LAW TO PROTECT. 


Executive Desires Action Before 
Adjournment That Will Pre- 
 yent Stock Watering. 


Boston, Mass., June 5.—[Special.]—In a spe- 
' clal message pointing out that the New 
York, New Hayen and Hartford ratiroad is 
acquiring control of the Boston and Maine 
road, Gov. Guild today urged upon the legis- 
lature the importance of enacting new laws 
before adjournment for the protection of the 
state against stock watering or excessive 
tariffs in connection with the proposed mer- 
ger. 

The message contains two letters, one writ- 
ten by Gov. Guild to President C. 6. Mellen 
of the New Haven asking for information 
relative to the proposed merger, and the reply 
of President Mellen. 

In his letter President Mellen says that in- 
terests identified with his company have ac- 
quired a large stock interest in the Boston 
and Maine railroad, and that purchases of 
stock are being made “ in the hope and belief 
of an ultimate union of the two properties.” 


Mellen Promises Square Deal. 


“ There being no possibility of becoming a 
trunk line to and from New York and the 
west,” continuee Mr. Mellen, “ the influence 
of the company will be exerted upon the at- 
traction of the largest amount of business to 
and from Boston, as against any other port, 

President Mellen said there would be no 
stock watering. 

Gov, Guild in his message says: 

“ Every approack to monopoly demands a 
greater measure of public regulation and 
control. I believe that this session should 
not close in silence on this question. The 
promise that there will be no etock watering 
‘is contingent om the IMfe end health of a 
single man, or, at best, an existing board of 
directors. It should becrystallized into law.” 


Stock Transfer Gives Control. 


It is said here that Lewis Cass Ledyard of 
New. York and the American Express com- 
pany are among those who have transferred 
their Boston and Maine holdings to the New 
Haven people, and these shares, together 
with the holdings of other large stockholders, 
amount to more than 100,000 shares. 

This gives the New Haven people direct 
ownership of about 34 per cent of the com- 
bined common and preferred shares of the 
capital stock of the Boston and Maine, in- 
cluding the new Boston and Maine stock re- 
cently issued, probably svfficient to make 
working control. Following the usual cus- 
tom of the New Haven road, it is understood 
the Boston and Maine stock will not be put 
in the treasury of the New Haven road 4l- 
rectly but in the treasury of a subsidiary 
company—in this case the New England 
Steamship company.

proving the actiom of Gov. Deneen im vetoing 
the repeal of the Juul law. 

The resolution, which was submitted by 
Frank G. Hoyne, is as follows; 

Resolved, That the president and secretary, in 
behalf of the Chicago real estate board, express 
to Gov. Deneen their satisfaction and approval 
of his action in vetoing the repeal of the Juul law 
and thereby protecting the interests of 450,000 


taxpayers of this city. 

In presenting the re@olutiom Mr. Hoyne said 
that Gov. Deneen in vetoing the bill had acted 
wisely, had done his full duty to the taxpayers 
of Chicago, and should be commended for his 
action. 


Saved from the Taxeaters. 

He said that, with the defeat of the char- 
ter, which appeared probable to him, the 
repeal of the Juul law would place the tax- 
payers at the mercy of the taxeaters end 
that the rate of taxation might go up to 12 
per cent. He said it had been the experience 
in the past that the tax rate had heen placed 
so high that it had been found necessary to 
reduce property values. This he declared to 
be most damaging to real estate. 

Joseph Donnersberger asked why, if Gov. 
Deneen had only done his duty, was it neces- 
gary to throw bouquets at him. 

In reply Mr. Hoyne declared that & man 
who had been brave enough to resist the 
aggrety that had been brought to bear upon 

im, as Gov. Deneen had in this matter, was 
entitled to the thanks of the board. 


New Plans for Drainage. 

A new plan was presented in connection 
with thé drainage question in the report of 
the sanitary district committee, submitted 
by E. A. Halsey. H. H. Walker is the 
author of the plan. 

In addition to the statement that the main 
branch of the Chicago river must be widened 
from 200 to 800 feet, if it is to provide fully 
for the sewage and business needs to be 
imposed upon it, it is proposed to construct 
a new channel connecting with the south 
fork of the river and the Thirty-ninth street 
conduit. It is proposed also to use the old 
IiMnois and Michigan canal. It is declared 
this will relieve the congestion of sewage in 
the stockyards district and will also be of 
great benefit in taking care of the sewage 
in that section of the city. 

It was also declared in the report that if 
the Calumet and Sag channel is to be made 
large enough to take care of the sewage 
proposed, the estimated cost of $13,000,000 
for the channel will probably be doubled. 

It was announced that fifty-two accept- 
ances had been received for the proposed 
trip to Duluth in the first part of August.

American Smelting ent Union Pacific 
Play Important Role in Shaping 
Day's Evente—Both Wheat -and 
Cotton Markets Show Effect of Re- 
currence of Crop Damage Reports 
—Total Gold Engagements for 
Paris by Steamer $1,500,000. °

NEW YORK, June 5.—([Special.)—Stock 
market trading today supported the theory 
that liquidation is still pushed on favorable 
opportunities. An effort was made to rally 
the market by casual Reading late in 
the day, but the movement proved abortive 
and the closing tone was easy. 

The large proportion of the dealings and 
the wider com ve price movements in 
American Smelting and Union Pacific are 
significant of the large part played by these 
two episodes in shaping the day’s events. 

Both the wheat and the cotton markets 
showed the effect of some recurrence of crop 
damage reports. Both these markets, how- 
ever, refiect a conviction that conditions 
have been improved recently both for the 
wheat and the cotton crop. The contem- 
plation of this fact helped to check the down- 
ward movement in stocks. 

Engagements of gold for shipment to Paris 
by tomorrow’s steamer amounted to $1,500,- 
000, bringing the total for the movement up 
to $6,800,000. The assertion of Paris bankers 
that the movement was probably approach- 
ing its limits was regarded with some skep- 
ticiam, and Paris, in fact, continued to 
liquidate securities in the London market 
today, and that market was disturbed by 
the prospect of further takings of gold for 
Paris account. 

The announcement that work on exten- 
sions of the Drie system in New York state 
was to be resumed was given some impor- 
tance as a possible index to returning confi- 
dence in the amount of capital available for 
improvement work. American Car rose fur- 
ther on the strength of the resumption of 
its dividend.
